The 
agriculturist of the Truokee, whose alfalfa 
fields enriched him, must find other mar 
kets for his product than ibat hitherto af- 
forded him by the cattle owners of North- 
ern Nevada, and that market he can find 
only by having free coinage of silver and 
renewed life in the mines.

The Silver State expectantly chirps: 
The Carson Tribune and Keno JOTJBNAL 


do not like the idea of having the office o! 
the Surveyor General removed to "SVinne- 
mncoa. They offer no valid objection, 
however, to the proposed change, doubt- 
less for the reason that they have none to 
offer. 
Winnemucca is the most centrally 


located town in Nevada. The people could 
assemble here quicker and at less expense 
than at any other place in the State. If 
Government offices should be located at 
the most accessible places Winnemneca 
should have the Surveyor General's office, 
but if partisan considerations determine 
where they shall be located, then of course 
Carson or Keno have claims superior to 
Winnemnccs. 'Here the offiee would be 
eqni-dietant from the land offices of Eareka 
and Carson and it would cost residents of 
Carson, Virginia City and Reno no more to 
get to the office than it would the residents 
of Elko, Eureka and Austin. 


If the powers that be desire to accommo- 


date the people they will order the Sur- 
veyor General's office removed to Winne* 
inncca, but.if their object is to please 
partisans, regardless of the inconvenience 
it may cause the public, the office will be 
kept on one side of the State within a few 
luiles of the California line. 


WATER GOING TO WASTE. 


Enough Running to the Sink to Irrigate 


the Whole Hnmboldt Valley. 


Tho 'Winnemneca Silver State says: 
Thete is now sufficient water running 


into the Sink of the Hnmboldt to irrigate 
the whole Humboldt valley for several 
seasons, if it could be stored for that par- 
pose. When the water ouce reaches the 
sink it is useless for all purposes unless it 
be to temper the atmosphere in the vicin- 
ity of the lake and cause cloudbursts in the 
mountains, as it is noticed that no cloud- 
bursts occur along the Hnmboldt ranges ex-, 
cept when there is considerable water in 
the lake. 
' 
' .'• 


It has been remarked that Hamboldt lake' 


is at the wrong end of the stream as there 
are no lands below the lake on which the 
water could be utilized, the flats being 
saline or alkaline and utterly destitute of 
vegetation. To remedy this defect it has 
been proposed to construct immense reser- 
voirs up the Humboldt in which to store 
water for irrigation purposes.) The railroad 
company, it is so reported, is negotiating 
with an English syndicate for the sale of 
the company's lands along the Humboldt 
with the understanding that two millions 
or more dollars should be expended in 
building storage reservoirs and irrigating 
canals. Should "JLhii sale be constimated 
and artificial lakes made along the river'in 
which the water now goingjto waste could 
be saved, the Hamboldt valley may be 
transformed in a few years from a sage- 
brush plain into a rich agricultural region 
producing all the cereals, fruits and vege- 
tables of the temperate zone.

A Suggestion on the Water Question. 
The Genoa Cornier says: 
B. M. Taylor, of Genoa, suggests a new 


plan for the ranchers and millmen to set- 
tle their pending litigation. His plan is 
for both parties to take the money that will 
according to present appearances, be spent 
in litigation and use it for the construction 
of a large flume to run almost direct from 
Bodenbah's to the mills. This lie claims 
would carry one-third of the stream at low 
water, which would be sufficient to run the 
mills, considering that there would bo but 
little waste or evaporation, as the water 
would run that distance in a flame in 
about one-sixth of the time required for it 
to flow down, the regular channel. This 
would leave the ranchers' two-thirds of the 
stream ior irrigating purposes.
